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Queft. 1. W/ rx a Perfon unbaptized, it capable 
of Knighthood ? 

Anfw. If che Proponege had fib- 
joyn‘d anorher Queftion, viz. Of what ufeis the preceding 
Queftion, or what i defigu'd by it ? his laft had been fuf- 
ficiently confoundative.——However we wiil not deny him 
oné affirmacive Prefident ‘as foreign as his meaning; che 
Romans had Three Orders Of Knighthood wichout Bap- 
tifm, viz, Senatorius, Equeftris ¢y Plebeins. 

Queft. 2. Whether it be true, that Scorks are never found 
but in Common-wealehs ? whether there were never any in 
England but in Oliver Cromwells Days ? and if any be 
found , into what Country do they retire during-the Win- 
ter ? 

Anfw: Bor the ficft pare of the Queftion, we anfwer ir 
in the Neegative, for thefe Reafons : 

1. The Stork is menrioned frequently and familiarly in 
the Holy Scriprures, written under the Jewi/h Govern- 
menc when ’cwas a Monarchy. Now ‘cis not likely that 
Inftances -and Illuftrations fhould be taken from a Crea- 
ture chat was not known amongft them.  Aof2s gives 
Laws concerning them , and chey -build there in che 
Mount of Amana, 2 branch of Libanuws co this day, ‘as 
Bellondus cells us. 

2. *Twas common among the Romans under their Em- 
perors, and mention'd in fome Verfes cited by Perroni- 
us Arbiter. "Tis true, the’s ca'led Peregrina, a Stranger, 
but fhe’s alfo called Hofpita, a Gueft, according to her 
Nature, which is to come and go agen , as do all thofe 
Seafon Birds. St. Ambrofe alfo mentions it, and’ tells us 
the Romans called it, Avis pia, the Pious Bird, on ae- 
count of the known care it takes of its Parents when old : 
and People ufe not to give Names to things they’re nor 
acquainted with. ‘Tis befides mention’d as a ufual 
Difh ac the Roman Feafts, by Cornelius Nepos, and 


Pliny. 


3. Bur yet more clearly : There were of them in Thef- 


faly and Egypt, both Monarchies, for which we have the 
Teftimony of Plutarch in Ifide,and Solinus in ThefJalia, and 
that rhey were anciently worfhip'd in both thofe places 
for che fame Reafon , namely devouring che numerous 
Serpents which breed in.chofe Countries. 5 

4. They are now frequenc in che Zurkifh Empire, being 
the only one forbidden to be earen in the Alcoran of all 
Warer Fowl]. For which che Mabometans give feveral 
wife Reafons ; one becaufe he eats Serpents , the orher 
becaufe he moves his \¥ings in Flying, like a Bird of 
Prey 5 we our felves may add a Third ‘Reafon moze pro- 
bable chan both, why that cunning Impoftor fhould for- 
bid ir, namely, becaufe it devours Frogs, as the Fable 
tells us, and Bellonius de ARgypto: Now Frogs are by: the 
Alcoran reckon’d among che Five Sacred Animals which 
they are forbidden co kill, becaufe they praife God, and 
{prinkled Abrabam’s Tomb with Water. Vid plur. apud 1.1.

1 think we have prov’d the firft Suppofition a miftake: 
Whether they were never in England, but in OliverCrom- 
wel’s time, or whether here then, we confefs our Igno- 
rance ; buc if here chen, I mean after his. Eftablith- 
ment , the poor Birds were excreamly miftaken, and 
found an Ufurpation in fecking a Commonwealch. 

As to what Countries they retire into, we may anfwer 
of them as of the other Aves migratoria, or Seajon Birds. 
Somehave pleafantly enough thoughe they goto the Moon, 
or fome of thofe diflant Bodtes; though moft others 
fhorcen their Journey a licthe; and only fend them co

Anfw, ‘The fame. Reafon may be given for both thefe 
Obfervations ; namely the Fairne/s of the Englifh, and 
‘Thinnefs ‘and Clearne{s of their Skins, and fo proportio- 
nably of che Women, whercin are more eafily made 
deep and lafting Scars and Impreffions , chan in darker 
Complexion, or thicker Skins 5; or if nor a@ually fo, 
will at leaft appear fo at a diftance to the Behold- 
ers. 

Queft. 4. An Author writes that a certain Man being a- 
fleep, a Moufe went into his Body, and was, after it bad re- 
mained there fome time, vomited up alive. Isthis likely, or 
is it mot more probable: “twould have gnaw'd bis Intrails za 
pieces ? 

Anfw, We ought to have known tlie Authors Name, that 
we might have made fome guefs at rhe credibility of the 
Story: Not chat it appears urcerly impoffible ; for we 
have an Inflance (1 chink ’eisin the Zranfai#ions of the 
Royal Society,.) of a Maid who Vomired up certain Crea- 
wires like Frogs and News, ‘after *cwas_ gueffed they had 
been adong time in her Stomach. Nor was chere any 


necefiity of his gnawing the Intrails of the Man, ublefs 


he himfelf were fo poor and hungry, that he had nothing 
within for him ro feed upon. 

Queft. 5. The Temple of Solomon being one of the moft 
Beautiful Edifices. ever known , how came not the Héa- 
thens to reckon it among the Seven Wonders of the 
World ? 

Anfw. The Heathens had a particular hatred for the 
Jews, as We find in Tacitus and, other -Hiftorians, bein 
fo far from doing them Juftice, that they write the mo 
notorious and ridiculous Lies concerning them. And 
being both fo enraged againft them for worthipping the 
true God, when they were all , or moft of them Idola- 
ters; and befides, being on the other fide, al] of chem 

as curfed, and enemies to God and themfelves 
by the yews, who were a People by themfelves, and di- 
ftin& from all the World : No wonder, I fay, if for thefe 
Reafons the Pagan Writ¢rs took no care to regifter 
thofe Things which were remarkable to the Jewi/b Na- 
tion. 

Queft. 6, Whether the true Reafin of Ovid's Banifhment 
were ever known ? | 

Anfw. if ic be not, I chink ic may be by any who 
will ‘but take che pains to look into his Whining E- 
legies. 

From whence 1 am thas far of the fame Mind with 
Mr. Dryden, that his having {een fomething more than 
ordinary in Augaftus’s Gardens, was partly che Reafow 
thereof: For thus in his 7riffib, Eleg.

Anfw. if firain’d to the heighth co which fome have 
carried it, we think nothing can be more fo: The Con 
fequences Which necetlarily flow from it, are fatal. and 
dangerous ro Civil Society, and tend co the DeftruGion 
both of particulary Men and all Government. One ts, thar 
perhaps nor above an hundred Afen, or many more, may 
deftroy all Minkind ; another Coniequence no leis un- 
avoidable, which a Wag lacely charg’d on the Doétrin 
isthis, Suppofe the Emperor Nero fhould have feur 
his (commands to ai! the Chrittians in his Dominions by 
thole commifienated under bum, to reduce ‘em all to the 
fame Conditwa he did Sporus, and for this pretend both 
the fo much talk’d of Imperial Law, wheteby he is irre- 
fiftibic, aud che Canow of Sc. Paal, chat all thae re/ift, re- 


cale chunk the Chriftians were obliged to Submit and O- 
bey, and in a fenfe fomewhar like tliat of Origen, be 
made Runuchs for the Kingdom of Gods fake? (Yet ds not 
th’s fo much as fufferimg Death, whereunto fome carry 
it.) fo far from ir, that rhe fix’d Laws of Nature and 
Nations was to be che meafure of their Obedience.

Queft. 14. Whether Nu.ber # infinite? 

Anfw. Diftrete quancity 1s Infinite, much in the fame 
manner that Continued is, namely in power, admitting in- 
numerable additions as chat does Divtfions. Thus as no- 
thing that has Quantity, properly fo called, but mutt al- 
fo have Parts ; and thofe extended or not confounded with 
each other, which may be ftill in their own Nature, 
though not by us, unlefs mentally, though never fo fmal, 
yee further divided: So Number may rife prozreffvely, 
without any Bounds ro be fixed to tts Increate, which 
we reach after as much in vain, as acthe knowledg of 
Infnizes, whereof ’us as impoflisle we fhould have any 
adaquate or proper Notion, hecauie we our felves 
are Finite; as thac a Lefer Circle fhould contain a 
Greater. 

Queft. 15. Whar’s to be thought of a Wife who forfakes 
her Husband for his Poverty ? 

Anfw. Hardly any thing bad enough, if thae Poverty be 
not brought wpon him, and flill continued by his own care- 
lefnefs or wickednefs ?

Anfw. We think not, becaufe the Inteled nut have 
fome notions init to judge the truth of what ic receives 
from the Senfes, prior to any (uch reception ; nay, does 
oftentimes check and contr di&, or examine what ic 
receives from them, comparing, afirming, and denying. 
This fome will cell us is nothing; but tying Words together, 
Which if you'll believe chem, is as material as ftringeng 
fo many Beads one upon another. But certainly chefe 
words fignify things , and fome of thofe things are not 
material, and betides, fuppofing the things fhould be fo;
